he day when all the people of 

Soccer come together in agree- 

ment will surely never arrive. 
So critics of people are criticised by 
people. 

Today I have been forced to give an 
answer to the letter above, written by Mr 
Dave Percy, the Manly Warringah Regional 
Director of Coaching. Mr Percy acts as an 
advocate on behalf of Mr Eric Worthington. 

We did not seek explanations from eéther 
Mr Percy or Mr Worthington about what 
they are doing. 

Indeed we asked for an answer, if there is 
one of course, from the Australian Soccer 
Federation, with names of coaches produced 
by the so-called coaching directors. 

As a sportsman, Mr Percy, the first thing I 
learnt was never to look back, right or left. 
Simply because the runner who makes the 
mistake to look back is losing time and losing 
the race. 


Unfortunately, I find, Mr Percy, that you 
are ignorant of this basic and essential spor- 


ting principle. And I dont want to believe 
that you are practising old theories, by 
putting your watch many hours back. 

You are mistaken also about Soccer's ruin. 
It, as happens in all other sports, is not 
coming exclusively from systems and tactics, 
but mostly because man, in todays con- 
suming society, has found many other ways 
to entertain himself and his family. 


Soccer is facing a slow death only in your 
mind, and in your sleep, but not in European 
countries Mr Percy. Also Soccer is being put 
to positive death in countries where no 
national style exists, as happens in Australia. 

I said and I will repeat it, that your 
students and not only the public who are 
entitled to know from the papers what is 
going on, not only with Mr Eric Worthington 
(whom I respect for his great knowledge of 
Soccer), but all of you 


I am not a coach. But I believe nothing in 
this life can have value and prosperous hopes 
for the future without a strong basis. The 
same applies in Soccer. The whole style of 
the game must be adjusted according to 
players’ abilities and temperament in each 
country. 


The difference between plus and minus, 
advantages and disadvantages, is covered by 
the style. 

The Italians, the Germans, the English, 
the Argentinians, Brazilians, Yugoslavs — 
all these pare have made their own Soccer 
schools. They have given to their Soccer its 
own personality and identification which 
suits their players. 


The Asians, who are short in height and 
small in frame, must have a style of play 
more skilful and less dynamic. They must 
play on the carpet and not in the air. 

Thats the style I talk about and not 
Blacktown’s offside trap you talk about Mr 
Percy. The offside trap is a tactic, not a style.

South Australian Women’s Soccer As- 
sociation was formed in 1979 and commenced 
operation with only eight teams. 

In only three years, the game has grown 
considerably and there are now three divisions 
of women’s Soccer made up from 22 teams. 

Obviously, with only 400 registered players 
at present, age restrictions cannot be im 
and a lot of open-age football is being played. 

As in other States, more schools are accept- 
ing the idea of women Playing Soccer. It is 
probable that this will result in regular inter- 
school competitions in the near future. 

Interest has also been shown in Whyalla 
(S.A.) and Broken Hill in NSW and develop- 
ment in both these cities could see them 
affiliating to the South Australian body. 

Of interest here is that Broken Hill, althou- 
gh in New South Wales, is far closer to 
Adelaide than any lar women’s Soccer 
centre in the Waratah State. At a recent 
Australian meeting, NSW had no hesitation in 
relinquishing its claim on the Silver City so 
that they could play in the S.A. competition. 

After a tremendous “first-up” impression 
created in Darwin when the S.A. Association 
made their initial debut in national competi- 
tion — they finished a creditable fourth — the 
South Aussie girls responded even better 
before their home town crowd and climbed up 
the competition ladder one rung last year. 

Most of this year's squad have previously 
represented the State and with this experi- 
ence, they hope to go even further in Sydney. 

This year, the South Australian outfit is 
being coached by Brian Ballard. 

‘Although Brian has been coaching Soccer 
for years, this will be his first State appoint- 
ment. 

When in England, Brian played for high 
Jevel amateur bie in Maher and Lan- 
caster. He holds the English F.A. preliminary 
award and was assistant coach for three years 
with Winsor Athletics, 

Continuing his involvement with Soccer 
when he arrived in Australia, Brian was first a 
club secretary with Elizabeth City. He then 
took the Australian preliminary award which 
is a prerequisite for the Australian Soccer 
Federation's senior award course. He now 
holds this award, too. 

As this award is the highest obtainable in 
Australia, the girls feel honoured to. have 
someone of this coaching experience to guide 


them.

Australian women will have a qualified wo- 
man trainer. 

Annet McKenzie is the lady in question and 
she has worked extremely hard to gain both 
the Basic and Advanced Trainer Certificate.

After gaining the advanced certificate, An- 
net started off with Burnside and Kensington 
(Adelaide) clubs.

What a comedown this week’s Victo- 
rian State fixture list is. Last week, 
round 17, was full of intrigue and
